Another comparison will sho s that the ever- 
age mon hiy sale ia 1870 was 3,342 hogsheads per 
month, avd in 1871, 3,693 hogsheads per month, 
and set the 8,963 hogsherads per month in 1871, 
as compared with the 3.342 begsheads per moath 
in 1570, produced less by $310,718, or an average 
Of $44,288 ber month. 

Again, tobacco sold tn May, 1870, for about 50 

per cut. more per bovshead than tn May, 1371, 
and for the seven months of i870, for about 33 
per eat. More per hogehead than for the seven 
months of 1871. it ls apparent, then. that some 
very potent cause must bave been in opsration 
to bring about such a faliing off in values. It 
may prove interegiiug to inquire jnto the prov- 
able cause or ca if it de possidbl® to discover 
them. 
Statistics are not at hand to show how much 
effect may have been produced by the war in Eu- 
rope, which did not begin in 1870 till about the 
Ist of July; but it is reasonabie to suppose that 
there bas been some decrease in the European 
aemand—perhaps more in the quality of tobvac- 
co than In the quantity—but as the actual sales 
for 1371 show an increase of nearly 20 per cnt. in 
quantits, there Goes not seem to be ary adequate 
cause ju det direction. If Europe did not take 
the usual quantity, or did take a poorer quality 
tity, a greater quantt:y 
Must dave deen £01) for consumpiion somewhere 
else. It is evident the general demand was in- 
creased, and, therefore, prices shouid hb been 
pearly equal. some of the decrease in values 
may be due to the anticipations of a large crop 
and a crowded market, but not more, perhaps, 
than about 10 per cent. 

A general survey of the whole fisid leads to 
one of two coociusions—perbaps to both: Firat, 
that the quality was poorer, and secoud, that it 
was badly bandied before betug sent to the mar- 
ket. Which of thesetwo @auses was tbe more 
pot+nt ? 

Tne crop of 1870 had the advantage of a better 
seeson than the average in the start of the plant, 
the growth, the maturityand the nousing—and 
while that crop may,by bare poss: bility,bave lost 
something in quality on account of the season, 
the loss could bave deen but littie. If this be 
true, then it follows that the p:ltacipal cause may 
be found in the suppo:ed fact that the plant was 
not properly handled in curing aud pris ng. 

Evidently farmers were endeavoring largely to 
increase their crops, stimulated by the high 
prices pte vatllmg for the crop of 1868, and conse 
quently they set out a greater breadth of land. 
Then they must bave pusheithe plant into the 
drying-house, and out of 1: agam, in great baste, 
before It was perfectly cured, that they might be 
frst in the market. 

The great point with the farmer, tn order to 
receive reasonably good prices should be to 
cure the plant as thorougbiy as possible before 
pfizing; because, if it has not been properly: 
dried, when it arrives and Is inspected, it will be 
forced on the market to prevent actual loss to the 
producer or shipper; so that the very haste to 
increase bis profits proves the mean: of lessen- 
ing them. Thereissomuch depending on the 
proper curing of the piant, that some remarks on 
the gut ject will not only not be amiss, but mayre- 
sult in benefit to all concerned—ihe farmer, the 
broker, the manufacturer and the consumer. 

There are fc. ur methods of curing resorted to, 
as follows: with epen wood fires and smoke, 
with furpeces and flues filled with heated air 
and smoke and with air in its natural state. and 

with charcoal fumes. A too copimon methoi is 
with open fires of woed built In the drying 
house, the smoke Paving free access to every 
leaf im the building. The results of this method 
are an exceedingly uneven cure, because the 
lower ranks will be burned before the upper 
ones are dry; or, if burning is avoided, then a 
large part of the produc: in the house is taken 
down and prized before itis half dried, But 
this is pot all. The smoke from the wood fre- 
quently used, green from the forest, gives the 
plant a bRter taste that very greatly injures its 
value, eren should n be thoroughly aad evenly 
dried 


The use of ues, filled with hot alr, carried 
through the drying-house, is much better than 
the fre and smoke, because it Inflicts no dbuter- 
hess ou ihe leaf, nor ls ideie so much risk of 
overheating, especially tthe lues are properly 
constructed and judiciously distributed through 
the building. Anmotoer advantage is that it 
evables the farmer to cute his crop in much leas 
time then by the first or the third method. 

A better process, however, is to permit the 
air, m its natural temperature, to do all the 
curing. Jbe disadvantags in this method isthe 
great length of time required to thorougauily dry. 
Its advantages are that it cures eveniy, slowly 
and surely; it does not subject the plant to the 
risk of burping, vor does it impart any bitter- 
ness, but leaves the product in a pure, sweet 
condition, fully prepared for any climate and 
any demand. One great argument in its favor is 
that tobacco thus cured is worth, asd will orinz, 
ove to three cents per ib more than if cured by 
the frat or second process, 

The fourth method is the use of charcoal 
fumes. The disadvantages are the risk of durn- 
ing or too rapidly drying the lower rauks while 
the upper ones are not ready for priziog, acd 
danger to health or life of the attendants from 
ihe fumes. Its advantages are that it is expedi- 
rious, and that, like saltpeter to meat, {: imparts 
a good color and a sWeet taste, especially vaiua- 
bie; besides, im a woodland region of country, 
the coal can be very easily prepared. Charcoa!- 
cured tobacco is more valuabie than any other, 
because, when carefully attended to, it is of bet- 
ter color, aad in better condition thau any other 
cure. All things considered. however, th: eir- 
cure ia preferable, for ite aosence from risk, tts 
evenness, theroughoess, good effect on the 
plent, abd the Increased ae value Of the 
product. 

An' tber trouble with many Po especially 
m Southefn Kentucky, uu that they prize too 
heavily. Ta tbeir guxiety to save the expense of 
un increased amount of coopsrage some Dlanters 
Will press 2.00016 2,300 pounds into a hogsheei, 
when the weight should not exceed 1,350 or 1.400 
pounds net. The effects of this heavy prizing are 
ppeedily manifest to all who may de disposed to 
investigate. Manufac.urers fight shy of it, be. 
cause it becomes so matted and * cake-y "* that it 
cannot be opened without great danger of tearing 
the leaf; ner can they afford the time and labor 
necessary to open without tearing ; consequently 
compe’ ition ts lessened and the tobacco does not 
bring its full value. 

Well-dried catting leaf has sold as high as $30 
per hundred, and Hart county bright wrappers 
at $51 50; but the number of bogsheads bringing 
such prices has been small, for ths reason al- 
rvady given, that the plant bas not been ready 
for the market. On inspection, it is found that

EDGEFIELD AWD KENTUCKY R. &. 


A New Company to Take Posses- 
sion of the Preperty Under 
Another Charter.

A meeting of etockholdrrs of the Edgefield and 
Kentucky railroad was heid at Nashville Satur. 
day mor bing to @on-ider the feasibility of pure 
chasing the interest of Tennesse lu that road, 
„nd to consult as to What action should be taen 
as the proposed sale. 

Colonel G. A. Washington, President of the 
roco, rubmitted a report in accordance wich 
resolution passed in Marca last, ordering tbe 
Bard ot Directors to agree on terme wiih tae 
Commissioness for the State, in the case of the 
State vs, the delipquen: sa@iiroads. Col. W. 
stated to the meetieg thatthe Board had order- 
ed bim, nb Mr. Baxter, attorney for the Board, 
uud of counsel for Davidson (Ounty, to have an 
int rvieW with the attorneys for ihe State. They 
did S, and made a conte. ct agreement at $90,000, 
$100,600 Jess than they bad been autborizei to 
agree pon. 

Col. W. reports that, since bis administration, 
he bad reduced the expenses of the road about 
$1.80 per mon.h, and tears that even under this 
reouctlon ut Will take all the earnings to pay ex- 
penses and keep up the road-bed,eic. By the 
:erme of tbe decree of court, the stockholders 
were Ordercd to secure the road for the company 
1m s]x'y dsysafter the decree, failing in which, 
the stockholders may form a new company, wiib 
all the privileges, and none Of the obligations, 
ofthe old. But, in either event, they were to 
raise morey enough, by sale of bonds or sub- 
ecriptions, to pay the State, or suffer the Commis- 
stoners, udder the decree, to sell the road. 

Letters from prominent bankers of New York 
were read, showing ii impracticable either to sel 
the bonds of the road, or borrow money for it. A 
report showed the excess of the expenses of ine 
road over iis receipts to de $424 16. 

Dr, Menees, showing the inabiilty of the stock- 
holders to purchase the fead under the decree, 
submitted a resolution that the Edgefield and 
Kentucky Railroad Company decline to become 
the purchasers of said property under the de- 
cree, aud relinquish its right of preference to 
such persons, now stockholders of the comvany, 
and others as may associate to purchase 
the seme. He also submitkd an agreemean: for, 
subscribers to associate themselves in applyiog 
to the Chancery Court at Nashville for a chorter 
tcorporating @ Company to purchase aod ober- 
ate the rigbts and property of the Evdgdeid and 


, Kentucky Railroad Companys, as oréerei in the 


alternative by the dec:ee. It was provided that 
no stockholder was bound to take any stock in 
the new company, or iocur auy responsibility 
until after the charter ia obtained and stock- 
books opened, aad that the present stockholders 
who go into the pew company shall have the 
prejerence over others in tab ing such stock of 
their associates as refuse to iuvesi, over others 
not pow stockhoiders. An agent is to be ap- 
pointed, who shail select a name and obtalu a 
charter fur the new companys. 


A FOUL MURDER. 


A Man Found Assassinated in His 
Own House at Colesburg, onthe 
L. and N. Raliread. 


NO CLUE AS TO THE ASSASSIN. 


Peter Garvey. emplored as a watchman on the 
Loul ville end Na~«hviile Railroad, a mile beyond 
Colesbu g. a little village thirty-four miles from 
thi- city, was fouily murdered by some unknown 
person last Wedoesday night. Mr. Garvey bad 
deen employed as waichwao for several years, 
was u man of family, aud high!y esteemed, 

The last seen of him alive was on Wednesday 
evening, late, when he flageed the train, Not 
going home as usual, his family gave the alarm 
and went in company win the brother and 
brother-in-law of the decensed, and severai 
neigbors, o make a search. The door of the 
watch-house was fouod locked, and the party, 
thinking fram this that Mr. Garvey could not be 
there, prost cuted their search elsewhtre. The 
passing trains whistled throughout the day 
Thursday, hopeful! that tf alive and within bear- 
ing the missing mau would respond. About 9 
o’cleck Thureday night the brother-in-is*, in 
company with a young man, went to the watch- 
house and broke in the door. There, wiih hig 
head towards the door, was found Mr. Garvey’s 
body iu a pool of blood. Through the breast it 


seemed a large load of slugs, or o her rough ma- 


ter la, had pas ed, coming out dear the lett | 
sboulder—terribdly lacerating the flesh and for- 
ing particles of clothing tate the wound. 

There are no suspicions a6. to who the guilty 
person may be. The fact that Bo wespen wa: 
found near the body prectaves suspicion of gu- 
cide. A negro boy, abou! seventeen years of age, 
liying near Colesburg, was arrested with a pisto! 
on hig person, bat an informa! investigation of 
the citizens elicited no evidence against him, and 
he was released. 

My. Garvey bas two brothers in this city, one a 
private watchman at the National Ho‘el, and the 


other epgaged in a clothing store on Fourthy 


street, and all three of the brothers bave won the 
esteem snd confidence of their acquaintances. 

The brothers of Mr. Garvey, who went from 
this city to attend the tuneral on F.iday, report 
tie pneighboriiood of the murder as much 

aroused snd e&citéd by this terrible crime. The 
deceased had DO enemy that he knew of, Which 
fact makes the Murder More mysterious. 
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breaking the furniture, and stealing 

property, are gifictis forbidden, These reguie- 
ons savor so much of good breeding and geatii- 
itv thatthe worthy jatier. himself and hi very 
¢Mfictent tnrokeys are believed to have tntsodeced 
them and urged their adopttosa. 

An account was given m Tuesdsy’s issue of 
this paper of bow rigorously the sentence is car- 
red mio effect whem the: crime demands it. 
That was the most peted trial on whieh the 
courts of the prizon have’ ever been called to de-

The sentence was then reduced to Afteen stripes, 
apd a cheice given him between taking this pun- 
iehment and leaving the hospital department for 
a berth among the “moonsbiners,” or illicit dis- 
titers, tbe musderers and other prisoners of out- 
rageous character. He chose the latter, and im- 
mediately changed quarters. Bat the choice 
was ton regretted, and the fellow asked the priv- 
tlege of recalllug his basty decision and of re- 
tu: Ding to the room whence he had deen e cted. 
He consented to take the whipping, whicb, how- 
ever, n ts said, was not inflicted. Toe :ules in 
regerd to spittirg on the floor, throwing meat 
about the room, &c., &c., were more strictly ob- 
served ever alterward, 

Avoiher striking feature of the laws enacted 
in some of the rooms, is the cleaniluees which 
they et join upon the inmates.

They 
are stinking, digagreeabie, abominable, and 
mesy of them pack their load of vermin, their 
stebeh and thelr filth with a kindof natural 
relish, as if these odious irappings were the 
regular appendages of the humau body. I: is 
bui a shore while before such feliows are shown 
to the bath-room, where the long, tin tub, the 
towels, the soap, aud the refreshing water in- 
vite them to participate in the sweetest luxury 
of the ses on. If they puisue the course thus 
pointed out, all goes weil; Dut If not, five or six 
of tbe old prisoners take hold of the rew- 
comer, put dim under the water-spout, and
